He is said 
to have stated aiso that certain letters ad- 
dressed to them which they suspected had 
Deen taken from the mails were traced to the

There is an uneasy feeling here that the 
bill will come up again in some other form, 
either in this Legislature or in future ses- 
sions. Its champious are not so badly down 
in the mouth as one would suppose after 
their crushing defeat; if they are they guard 
their feelings with extreme caution. Cham- 
pagne is being freely aispensed among the 
members, and the friends and enemies of 
the measure are together indulging in an 
uproariously good time. Detectives Wilson of 
Chicago and Cleary of St. Paul went East 
this morning. It is still a mystery who sent 
them here and whose money paid them. 
While the theory is advanced that they may 
have been in the employ of the lottery peo- 
ple to spot the opposition and the Governor’s 
movements, the more reasonable theory is 
that they were shadowing the lottery people. 


Not Trying to Enter Nevada. 

Carson, Nev., Feb. 12.—[Special.]—So far 
as known there is no basis in fact for the re- 
port that the Louisiana lottery, beaten m 
Dakota, wiil now seek to gain a foothold in 
Nevada. The Louisiana lottery has never 
attempted to secure a foothold here. When 
the last Legislature metin 1888 the lottery put 
money into the fight to beat the introduction 
of the lottery scheme in Nevada, its object 
being to shut out opposition lotteries. - This 
is as much as the Louisiana company has 
tried to control Nevada on the lottery ques- 
tion thus far. 


Driven Crazy by the Lottery.

New York, Feb. 12.—[Special.]—Ex-Sena- 
tor Platt was not awed the action of the 
New York General Wor Fair. Committee 
in declaring yesterday the incorporators 
named in the original 000,000 bribe bill 
made up a non-partisan Organization.

A THOUSAND LIVES IN PERI. 


Chicago Excursionists Have a Narrow 
Escape from Death, 


MANY PEOPLE SERIOUSLY HURT. | 


Mistake of a Conductor the Cause of 
the Accident. 


BrrMincuam, Ala., Feb. 12.—{Special.]— 
News has just reached ners of a frightful col- 
lision on the Alabama and Great Southern 
railroad near Coaling, Ala, at 9:20 o'clock 
this morning between a southbound special 
excursion train consisting of twelve Pullman 
coaches carrying 1,200 passengers and a north- 
bound Tuscaloosa accommodation. 

Engineer Ed Doolittle of the special was 
killed instantiy and ten or fitteen people on 
the accommodaton-train were hurt. The 
trains were running at great speed, and both 
engines, baggage-cars, and several other 
cars were demolished. Particulars are 
meager.

AN ENGINEER OCRUSHED TO DEATS. 


Fatal Collision in the Yards at Albuquerque, 
N. M. 

ALtsuquerqus, N. M., Feb. 12.— An acci- 
dent occurred in the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé yurds this evening whereby En- 
gineer William Taylor lost his life, though he 
saved his train and prevented injury to the 
passengers. Train No. 1 from the north was 
five hours behind and came into the yards at 
a high rate of speed. A switch was open 
and into this the train went, where it was 
met by a yard engine with a heavy train. 
The yard engine was wrecked. The fireman 
of the passenger train and the switching 
crew saved their lives by jumping, but Tay- 
lor, who remained at his post, was so badly 
crushed that he lived only a few minutes. 


THE WORK OF A WILD ENGINE.

INDIANA’S LATEST WHISKY WAR. 


Richard Mann’s Barn at Fairland Supposed 
to Have Been Burned by Salconists. 

Sun ar vnn, Ind., Feb. 12.— [Special. 
The bara of Richard Mann, near Fairland, 
the seat of the whisky war, was set on fire 
and burned last night, presumably by the 
saloonists by way of reprisal for the dyna- 
miting of Joha Joyce’s saloon in Fairiand 
Monday night. The loss is about $1,200, with 
$400 insurance in the Continental. The 
fight between the saloonists and their friends 
and the temperance people is now on and 
the feeling isso bitter on both sides that 
more outrages are looked for.

One of the defeated applicants was 
John Joyce, who appealed to tune Circuit 
Court, and the result was a hung jury. His 
persistence in trying to get a license was 
the cause of his saloon being blown up.

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ATTEMPTED MURDER IN MICHIGAN. 


Dr. Melvin Fosdick of Van Buren Count 
Shet by — Unknown Foe, 

The little Village of Almena, Piso over aa 
border in Van Buren County, was the scene 
of an attempted assassination last night. 
The scene of the shooting is about ten miles 
from Paw Paw, and the victim was Dr. Mel- 
vin Fosdick. Dr, Fosdick is a bachelor, 


about 50 years old, and a man ot excellent 


standing in his profession. Kind, generous, 
and just, he was not known to have an 
enemy. Last night the doctor was seated in 
his office with the table drawn near the stove 
and was engaged in writing, when the revort 
of a gun burst upon the air. The Window, a 
few feet away, was shattered, and with a 
cry of pain the doctor fell forward. 

Instantly another shot followed. and the 
doctor feil to the floor; bleeding from terri- 
ble wounds in the neck and sboulders. There 
was no one in the house but the doctor’s 
hired man, and the latter was in an adjoining 
room. He rushed quickly in, and seeing the 
condition of affairs hurried to the nearest 
house, returning with ussistance. 

It was found that the doctor was still alive, 
and an examination showed that the contents 
of two barrels of a gun had lodged in the 
neck and shoulder. At first it was supposed 
to be impossible for the victim to live more 
than a few minutes, but the latest advicés 
received here say he is still alive. 

Officers from several places have gone to 
investigate the matter. As yet there seems 
to be no clew. The hired man was not long 
in getting out of the house to summon aid, 
and yet he saw no one near. If robbery 
had been the motive of the would-be assassin 
he couid have gone into the house and ran- 
sacked it while the hired man was summon- 
ing aid, but this was not done. 

This strange shooting calls to mind a sim- 
ilar attempt made about a year ago on. the 
life of a school-teacher named Bell in the 
township just this side of A)mena. Bell was 
sitting in the school-house one night at work 
with his books when ashot was fired through 
a window, narrowly missing his head. 
About a week afterward he was 
shot at again in this mysterious 
manner, bot his assailant seemed 
to have a poor aim, for the teacher escaped 
both times. The matter was investigated, 
but no tangibie clew was ever obtained. 

People here who knew Dr. Fosdick say 
they cannot understand what motive any one 
might have in attempting to murder him. 
He was unobstrusive and always attending 
to his own business. Some years ago he at- 
tempted to found a new religious sect called 
the Diestrians. He issued a paper occasion- 
ally called the Rising Sun, but did not make 
much headway with his work. |

CELEBRATION OF LINCOLN'S SIRTH- 
DAY BY THE LA SALLE CLUB, 


bles to be Honor to the Memory of 
the Great Illinois Statesman—The Ad- 
dresses Made by Men Who Had a Per- 
sonal Acquaintance with Him—Judge 
Biodgett’s aod W. G. Ewing’s Remarks 
Particularly Well Received. 


Néarly a thousand representative citizens 
attended the second annual commemoration 
by the La Salle Club of Lincoln’s birthday 
last evening. There were addresses by well- 
known men. The club-house was decorated 
with patriotic colors and banks of flowers. 
An orchéstra and a quartet furnished music 
suitable to the occasion. The exercises con- 
cluded with a hospitable repast for members 
and guests. 

From 8 o’clock until 9:30 the pariors were 
filled with the arriving company. The mem- 
bers of the Reception Committea who did 
the honors of the occasion were:

The exercises of the evening began lu tne 
ball-room at 9:30 o’clock. The room was 
fliled with chairs and at the south end a piat 
form was placed, upon which sat the speak- 
ers—Judge Henry W. Blodgett, the Hon, W. 
G. Ewing, the Hon. Thomas Cratty, and Mr. 
Thomas W. Handford. The wail back of the 
platform was draped with an immense flag 
and in the center was placed Leonard Volk's 
bust of Abraham Lincoln. The President of 
the club, Alonzo Wigant, presided and in- 
troduced the speakers. The Imperial Quar- 
tet filled the intermissions between tne ad- 
dresses. They sang Our Native Land“: 
With hearts now touched by tenderest feelings, 

O let us praise our native land. 

And also “In Memoriam,” by Buck, “Our 
Fiag,” and concluded with the swelling 
National anthem, *‘ America.” 

THE SPRAK ARS EULOGIZE LINCOLN. 

The applause following Mr. Ewing’s 
speech, the second on the program, had just 
subsided when the Hon. John M. Thurston 
came down the center aisle between Jud 
R. S. Tuthill and Judge George Driggs. e 
was received with great applause and took a 
seat upon the platform. ayor Cregier came 
in about the same moment and found a chair 
at the rear of the room. Dr. H. W. Thomas 
was a late comer and took a chair in the 
aisle, while Bishop Samuel Fallows sought 
8 seat farther front. 

Judge Blodgett's address was highly inter- 
esting. He spoke extemporanecously and 
confined himself toafew incidents of his 
many personal recollections of Abraham 

Lincoln. His acquaintance with the great 
emancipator began in 1844, when Mr. Blodgett 
was a law student in the office of Scammon 
& Judd. He related Lincoln’s attitude upon 
the proposed admission of Texas to the 
Union, which was the vital issue of 
the campaign that year. Lincoln did 
not favor it. The period from 1848, 
when Lincoln went to Congress, 
to 1858, when he made his memorable cam- 
paign against Douglas for the United States 
Senate, furnished many anecdotes. Until 
1858, Judge Biodgett said, Lincoln was un- 
known outside of Illinois. From then until 
April 14, 1865, less than seven years, is the 
period which comprises all his public life. 
What man in history has done so much in 
so short a ume!“ said the speaker. Who 
has given us so Many wise sayings, who has 
brought about such great results which will 
affect mankind to the end of time, as Abra- 
bam Lincoln, the great Illinois statesman?’ 

Some incidents ot Lincoln as President 
were told, and the friend of the martyred 
emancipator concluded his feeling tribute as 
fo lows: 

“He was not of a buoyant nature. He did 
not hope against hope. He was guided by 
reuson always. In four years the deep lines 
of anxiety cut and furrowed that grand face 
in a way that is pathetic to remember. It is 
a great privilege now to talk to one who 
knew him. Those who knew him personally 
are fast passing away. His life ere long will 
be a matter only of tradition and history.“ 

LINCOLN’S HUMOR DESCRIBED. 

Mr. Ewing, the next speaker, addressed 
himself particularly to Lincoin’s character- 
istac trait of humor, so well remembered but 
generally misunderstood. The American 
people bave a wrong impression as to the fa- 
cility with which he resorted to story-telling 
and anecdote. It is even believed by many 
that he had a fondness for that particular 
kind of anecdote which would hardly 
be in place in a Sunday-school con- 
vention. Lincoln never told one story 
that ever bordered upon impropriety. Mr. 
Ewing declared his story-telling was forced 
upon him. He was too busy to argue with 

who came to argue He found relief in 
an occasional jest, and this fortunate trait of 
mind secured to himself much valuable time 
by ridding him of troublesome visitors. Mr. 
Ewing told several stories of his own per- 
sonal recollection, and was greatly 
applauded when he said as a 
voy he had reviled and ridiculed 
the abolitionists, but in the riper judgment 
of maturer vears he did them the honor with 
which a grateful world rewarded them. 

The Hon. Thomas Cratty made an eloquent 
and scholarly address which was generously 
applauded. 

The hour being late Mr. Thomas W. 
Handford’s address was brief, and was fol- 
lowed in a few well-chosen words by the 
Hon. John M. Thurston. The company then 
adjourned to the gymnasium, where the col- 
lation was spread.

Mr. Green’s Conduct Leads to Wis Expul- 
ston from His Old Firm—Mysterious 
Sales of Western Bank Stock Attract- 

ing Much Attention—Over Four Hun- 

_ dred Children Safely Conducted from a 

Burying Orphan Asylum. 

New Tonk, Feb. 12.—[Special.]--Among 
the passengers by the steamship Lahn of the 
North German Lloyd, which sailed today, 
were Mr. and Mrs. Douglass Green, The 
parties are beginning a honeymoon with al- 
most unlimited resources. The diamonds of 
the bride, coupled with her utter disregard 
of the conventionalities of lfe, and the pe- 
culiar bent of Mir. Green’s vagaries will 
startle European society, and the fact that 
they were married by a colored preacher at 
Old Point Comfort will add spice to the head- 
lines announcing their future actions. 

Mrs, McCrea, before she sailed, said the 
story would kill her mother in Chicago and 
declared the marriage was alla sham. She 
did not know there was a real license. Sun- 
day.“ she said, we drove around to several 
negro churches, and at one of them Mr. Green 
spoke to the congregation. He suggested 
it would be fun to get married, and we 4ll 
consented. You can imagine how serious 
we were when I tell you we were so full of 
laughter we could not hold hands when the 
deacon told us to do so. Jamie pulled a lit- 
tle platinum snake ring from his pocket, 
and that was put on my finger. 
For the fun of the thing we kissed 
each other all around. I did not know the 
first thing about the license. I couldn’t 
marry Mr. Green because he already has a 
wife, but he does not love her. Mr. Green is 
going to make his wife get a divorce. He 
will go to Savannah. I'll goto Paris and he 
will join me there. We will live abroad a 
year or two.” 

Douglass Green, the groom, was until to- 
day the junior member of the widely-known 
firm of Green & Bateman, brokers, of No. 57 
Broadway. The announcement of his ex- 
pulsion from the firm was made publicly on 
the floor of the Stock Exchange today. Mr. 
Bateman at first was reluctant about spea- 
ing of the affair, but at last he said: 

“ The fact of Mr. Green’s strange marriage 
has been known to the firm for two days. Its 
announcement did not materially etartie us, 
as we knew in his present frame of mind he 
was likely to do anything rash We 
had some difficulty in finding him, 
for he kept away trom the office. 
When we found him we demanded an 
explanation of his scandalous conduct. I 
don’t know which was his greater offense, 
his marriage to such a notorious woman or 
the performance of the ceremony by a colored 
preacher. The best index to the woman’s 
character, aside from her history, is the fact 
that she demanded the ceremony in such a 
manner. 

Mr. Green, to our inquiries, admittea the 
truth of his marriage, and Mr. Coon, a part- 
ner, and myself at once demanded his with- 
drawal from the firm. Itis the old story of 
a bright business-man, with a great future 
before him, sacrificing it all for a pretty face. 
He is not entitled to nor will he receive any 
sympathy from us.“ 

When the news of the couple’s sudden de- 
parture was apnounced to Mr. Bateman he 
was completely shocked. Evidently he had 
not expected such a move and was unpre- 
pared for it. The reason ot his surprise was 
soon apparent. A movement was on foot to 
arrest Mr. Green for an examination into his 
mental condition, and Roger Pryor was at 
that moment preparing a legal petition ask- 
ing for such an examination. It was in 
hoves that Mr. Green might be pronounced 
temporarily insane in order that he might 
state such as the reason for the dissolution 
of partnership that led Mr. Bateman to defer 
its public announcement. 

GREEN NOT DIVORCED. 

The most bitter feature in the whole pro- 
ceeding is that Green’s first wife is living, 
and althongh there has been a separation 
there is no divorce in the case. She is rep- 
resented as a most estimable lady in every 
respect. She moves in the first circles of 
society, and is a niece of Gov. Sproh of New 
Hampshire. Her husband’s action, it 1s 
feared, will completely prostrate her. 

Gen. Pryor said that at the instance of Mr. 
Green’s friends, and upon abundant evidence 
of his insanity, he was about to institute pro- 
ceedings for his commitment to au asylum. A 
wound, occasioned by a fall from a horse 
some six months ago,is believed to have 
been the producing cause of Green’s mental 
uncertainty. When asked what would be 
the result of the proceedings Mr. Pryor said: 
“T can gonofurtherin the case. Green is 
beyond the jurisdiction of the court, and so 
the matter ends.“ 

It was learned from Mr. Bateman today 
that he first heard about a month ago several 
rumors concerning the relations alleged to 
be existing between Mr. Green and Mrs. 
McCrea, and told bis partner that he must 
either put a stop to the scandal or withdraw 
from the firm. Mr. Green assured him then 
that there was no truth in the rumors. At 
the same time he promised he would see Mrs. 
McCrea no more. Jan. 31 last Mr. Green 
told Mr. Bateman that he was not feeling 
well and would he to go out of town 
tor a day. The Tuesday foliowing Mr. 
Bateman received a dispatch from his 
partner from Fortress Monroe, Va., 
saying that he had missed the boat. A 
couple ot days later he returned to this city 
and attended to business as usual. Mr. 
Bateman was informed that the Tuesday on 
which Mr. Green had accounted for his ab- 
sence by telegraphing that he had missed the 
boat he had been married to Mrs. McCrea by 
the Rev. Robert Shorts, a colored minister, 
at Old Point, Va., after having procured a 
heense in Hampton, Va. Having investi- 
gated the matter and having learned the 
truth of the report Mr. Bateman Monday last 
told Mr. Green he must either aisprove it or 
withdraw from the tirm. Mr. Green sat 
down and wrote his withdrawal, at the same 
time authorizing Mr. Bateman to make any 
statement regarding the matter that he 
chose. 

TREATED IT AS A JOKE. 

Mr. Green seemed to regard the whole mat- 
ter of his bigamous marriage as a joke, and 
did not seem capable of realizing tne serious 
nature of the position in which he had placed 
himself. He called at the office yesterday 
and was to have called there again today, 
but when Mr. Bateman arrived there this 
morning he found awaiting him a letter from 
his late partner informing tim that he was 
on bis way to Southampton, England, and 
giving him instructions in regard to the pay- 
ment of certain small debts and other busi- 
ness matters. From other sources it was 
learned that Mrs. McUrea accompanied 
Green. Their sudden departure is believed 
to have been caused by their learning that 
Green’s relatives were taking steps to se- 
cure his commitment to an insane asylum. 

Mr. Green is about 36 years old, tall, of 
athletic build, with dark complexion, hair, 
and mustache, and handsome features. He 
is a native of Georgia. His father was the 
late Charles Green, a wealthy Southern cap- 
italist of Savannah, Ge. His brothers are 
members of the firm of Charles Green’s Sons 
& Co. of Savannah, Charleston, New Or- 
leans, and other Southern cities. His brother, 
Gilbert Green, is Presiaent of the New Or- 
leans Cotton Exchange. His mother lives 
now in Baltimore and is noted for her ex- 
tensive charities. Douglass Green came to 
this city about ten years ago, and nine years 
ago became a memper of the firm of Green & 
Bateman. They did a prosperous stock 
brokerage and banking business. Mr. Bate- 
maa is éstimatod to be worth $2,500,000, and 
Mr. Green is said to own §500,000 worth of 
real estate in Washington, D. C., besides 
other property. Aout eleven years ago he 
married a Miss Mackall, a niece of Gov. 
Strohof New Hampshire, and they have two 
children, a girl 10 years old and a boy 
of 6 years, Until about a year ago 
no happier family could be found. 
They occupied a handsome flat in the Barce- 
lona Apartment House on Fifty-ninth street, 
opposite Central Park. They were attend- 
ants at Dr. Paxton’s church at West Forty- 
second street. Shortly over a year ago Mr. 
Green slipped and

Mr. Green refused to do this 
incensed. The

ing a revoiver, threatened to kill him if he did 
not do as she urged. Green escaped from the 
infuriated woman by running down the back 
stairs and getting out of the building in the 
rear. 

Mr. Green’s brother-in-law, William Mack- 
all of Savannah, on hearing of his marriage 
to Mrs. McUrea came on to this city, arriv- 
ing here yesterday. He engaged Gen. Ro 
A. Pryor as counsel to take steps to inquire 
into Mr. Green’s sanity. 

Mr. Bateman said today that the with- 
drawal of Mr. Green will cause no change or 
embarrassment in the business of the firm, 
as the interest of the withdrawing partner 
for the last two years has beem compara- 
tively small. 

„Neither Mrs. Suell, myself, nor any mem- 
ber of the family knew a thing about it until 
we read it in this morning!s paper,” said A. J. 
Stone. We have not heard from her since 
the time the marriage is * to have oc- 
curred. I know nothing of Mr. Douglass 
Green. She was bere—yes, at her mother’s 
house—three weeks ago.

FIRE IN AN GRPHAN ASYLUM, 


Over Four Hundred Children Safely Con- 
ducted from a Burning Building. 
New York, Feb. 12.—[Special.]—Fifth ave- 
nue shuddered over a genuine sensation this 
morning—a fire in the Roman Catholic Or- 
phan Asylum, the old structure that stands 
in the center of the block facing the V ander- 
bilt mansions and separated from the Cathe- 
drai by Fifty-first street. But the sympa- 
thetic thrills of the avenue were wasted. 
Noone was hurt. All the children were 
taken out safely, thanks to the cool manage- 
ment of the Sisters. The destruction of 
property does not exceed $10,000, not even a 
respectable bonfire for Fifth avenue. 
The children were in their class rooms and 
the orderly, daily routine of the great hive 
had been taken up, when acitizen gave the 
alarm of fire. Sister Mary Martha touched 
her alarm bell, and instantly in perfect order 
and without the least alarm the 414 children 
left their seats and their class room, and, 
marshaled by the Sisters, like hitle soldiers 
marched down to the court-yard in the rear. 
There they halted, and most of them proba- 
bly got their first inkling of the truth, as the 
clangor of the fire engine bells was heard. 


ROW IN THE CANADIAN PARLIAMENT, 


Exciting Scene Arising from the Debate 
Over the Riot at Hall. 

Orrawa, Ont., Feb. 12.—Race and religious 
cries were again raised in the House of Com- 
mons today, and s0 much excitement was oc- 
casioned that it was feared for a time that 
there would be as serious arow as occurred 
during the famous Riel debate in 1885. An- 
ticipating a brillliant debate on Dalton Mc- 
Carthy’s anti-French bill, ali the galleries 
were crowded with visitors, but they were 
destined to hear an angry debate on another 
but closely allied question. 

John Chariton, member of Parliament for 
Oxford County, said he wished to ask the 
Premier if the attention of his Government 
had been officialiy called to the disgraceful 
riot which took place in Hull lastnight. Con- 
tinuing, he charged the first Minister with 
palliating and winking at such outrages in 
order to secure the Roman Catholic vote. 
He deciared that Miss Wright ana her party, 
who were so brutally attacked, were carrying 
on a work that was legitimate and proper, 
and chat under such circumstances ought to 
have had the protection of the Government, 
— had it been necessary to call out tus 
mifitia for this purpose. 

Sir John MacDonald replied, warmly re- 
senting the charge and declaring that, while 
he most heartily sympathized with the un- 
fortunate persons who had been mobbed he 
could not see that it was the duty of his Gov- 
ernment to take the matter up. That, 
he declared, was a matter for the 
Province of Quebec to look after. 
The Federal authorities had no juris- 
diction. In turn he charged Mr. Char- 
ton with endeavoring to fan into flame the 
embers of the race and creed strife between 
the French-speaking Roman Catholics and 
the English-speaking Protestants. 

When Sir John took his seat Mr. Chariton 
rose to reply. Then the row commenced. 
Mr. Charlton had already spoken once and 
the Speaker ruled him out of order. He still

CLEVELAND ON BALLOT REFORM, 


The Ex-President Heartily in Favor of the 
Australian System of Voting. 

Bartimore, Md., Feb. 12.— The Sun of to- 
morrow will publish an interview ‘with ex- 
President Grover Cleveland. Says the cor- 
respondent: 

In discussing the question of ballot reform I 
said to him that some of the Southern Demo- 
cratic leaders at Washington were fearful that 
adoption of the Australian system would imperil 
Democratic supremacy. At this he was sur- 
prised, as he did not see why there sbould be any 
fear on that score. But,“ said he, “I have 
never looked upon this question from that point 
of view. Ihave never debated in my own mind 
whether the removal of trickery from the voter 
would injure or benefit the Democfatic party. 
Ballot reform is rigut, and that is why I think u 
should be adopted.“ 

The vital principle of ballot reform be regard 
ed as lod in the “official” ballot. To permit 
an unofficial ballot would leave the door as wide 
open as ever to bribery end corruption. An of- 
ficial” ballot only would sweep away to a great 
— if not entirely, all excuse for campaign 

unds. 

He expressed his perfect confidence that pub- 
lic sentiment was running strongly in favor of 
ballot reform and he believed it would ere lo 
be sufficiently powerful to compel respect 
obedience from reluctant legislators. 

Passing to the subject of tariff reform I found 
Mr. Cleveland as enthusiastic as when he wrote 
his message of December, 1887. I inquired what 
would be the Democratic tariff platform for 1892, 
and what if any other issues than tariff, civil 
service, and ballot reform would enter into the 
battle.

TRYING TO SAVE THE CREDITORS. 


Receiver Parker Doiog His Best to Cellect 
All the Deimel Property. 

A reporter called on Thomas Parker Jr., re- 
ceiver of R. Deimel & Bros., in regard to the 
publication of proceedings reported to have 
taken place in Judge Collins’ court Monday 
morning. Inreplyto the question of the re- 
porter as to what he had to say in regard to such 
statements Mr. Parker stated that in the first 
place all the statements were nottrue; that no 
such proceedings took place in court. It was 
evidently an interview which was given the 
guise of a court report. The receiver further 
stated: 
it is true that I made an application to Judge 
Collins to sell certain property at wholesale ana 
retail, but the newspaper reports simply state 
that I was to sell at retail. Il asked permission 
also to manufacture and complete furniture for 
which tne upholstery had been cut and the 
frames prepared for upholsterimg. This I did in 
the interest of the estate, after most careful in- 
vestigation among furniture and business men 
and upon consuitation with the creditors. The 
material to be used in the manufacture of the 
furniture inciudea material for 200 suits of fine 
parior furniture that had been rendered utterly 
worthiess by the Deimels by being cut into pat- 
terns and then reported in their inventory as 
worthless or valuable only as remnants. After 
careful inquiry among furniture dealers I consid- 
ered the best way to save the vaiue of the mate- 
rial was to manufacture it up into suits, as they 
would have dune had they continued in business, 
and under the circumstances I think I can do 
certainly at least as well as they. 

“As to the statement that I am employing 
help at the rate of $75 per day I wish to say that 
my vpay-roll is less than one-half that amount, 
and this includes experts requiredin taking an 
inventory of the property, all of whom will soon 
be arged. My regular help will probably 
cost not more than aday when run in full 
force, which is less than one-third what the 
Deimels paid when they were running the busi- 
ness.

A Jury Secured and Arguments Made in 
the Twombley Murder Trial. 

After working for two days and a half the at- 
torneys in the Twombiey murder case on trial 
before Judge Clifford secured a jury yesterday. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Elliott in opening 
the case for the State said, after outlining the 
circumstances of the collision: 

“It will be proven that the defendant, Seth 
Twombley, the engineer, was so drunk that he 
fell asleep and did not heed the cautionary sig- 
nals that were displayed. Henry La Cloche, the 
fireman, it is claimed, was also drunk. He and 
Twomdley were at the position of control, and it 
was their business to see the semapbore, and to 
have brought the train to a standstill before it 
reached the place where the accident occurred, 
The crime is clearly covered by the definition of 
manslaughter, and is possibly within the defini- 
tion of murder. The defendant, Charles Buford, 
theconductor of the freight train, it will be shown, 
saw the signal. Heshould bave put on brakes, 
and could have averted the accident.” 

Edward Maher, the attorney for Buford, said: 
“ Buford went into the caboose and began to do 
what be was paid to do—make out his report to 
be left at the next station. He thought the train 
wus going a little faster than it ought and or- 
dered his rear brakeman to set the brakes. Bu- 
ford set the brake on the caboose and went back 
to his work.“

There u a class of men whose members 
want to live without work and who think 
the best way to accomplish itis to have an 
office, National, State, or municipal, with 
much pay for little labor. In their eyes that 
government is the best which has the most 
and the best paid places. They look on taxes 
spent on public improvements as so much 
money wasted, because diverted from its le- 
gitimate purpose of paying salaries. } 

Such peopie ought to be satisfied with the 
progress which the County of Cook is stead- 
ily making towards the building up of a 
creditable salary list which shall absorp 
about all the money which that particular 
taxing agency can lay ite hands on. Thanks 
to the opposition of the Republican Com- 
missioners, aided by a few of the Democrats, 
the proposed grand increase of pay which 
the majority of the Democrats wanted to 
make was not carried out. But the offloe- 
holders’ struggie for more pay— 


When once begun, 
Though baffled oft, is ever won, 


and what this year’s board has failed to do 
next year’s may. 

The appropriation bill which has just been 
passed provides for spending, for ail pur- 
poses outside of the interest on the bonded 
debt, $2,091,000. Of this, $1,424,000 will have 
to be raised by taxation —ten-elevenths of it 
on property in this city—while $667,000 repre- 
sents the earnings of the different offices. 
This sum of two millions 1s divided up as 
follows: For salaries, $1,034,831; for food, 
clothing, and medicines for the inmates of 
hospitais and asylums, for new buildings and 
repairs of old ones, for stationery and sup- 
plies for the different offices, $1,056,169. This 
last sum also includes $144,000 for fees of 
Witnesses and jurors, which can hardly be 
classffied as salaries. For years the salary 
item bas been growing at the expense of the 
others. From about a third of the total ap- 
propriations it has steadily mounted up till it 
has reached ahalf. It is but a question of 
time when it will be two-thirds. 

The same tendency shows itself on the 
city-hall side of the public square. The Con- 
troller recommends that the departments, 
exclusive of the schools, be given two mill- 
ions less than they ask for. If this increase 
were granted a good part of it would go to- 
wards enlarging the salaries of heads of 
departments and their clerks, and making 
some new places for Mayor Cregier to fill 
with sterling Democrats who have educa- 
tion enough to sign their names to a pay-roll. 

The salary hst flourishes under tke protec- 
tion of the courts with quite as much luxu- 
riance as under that of a public officer. An 
insolvent estate with visible assets of $150,- 
000 is now in chancery ” and is the object 
of the affectionate attention of those who 
love good places. The receiver is getting 
from $75 to $100 a day, his two lawyers $175, 
his bookkeeper $50, and his ten empioyés 
$7.50 aday each. The total salary expenses 
foot up $600 a day, at which rate the estate 
will last 250 days, at the end of which time 
a report will be made to the court to the 
effect that the pay-roll has done its work, 
everything has been eaten up, and there is 

no reason why the creditors should not be 
informed officially that there is nothing for 
them. 


™ THE OKLAHOMA BILL. 

The difficulty with the Oklahoma bill now 
pending in Congress is that it only goes balf- 
way, and leaves a number of questions un- 
settled which might just as well be settled 
now, thus avoiding future complications. 
The report which accompanies the bill fur- 
nishes one of thé strongest arguments, in- 
deed, for the organization, not of Oklahoma 
alone, or Oklahoma and No-Man’s-Land, but 
of the whole Indian Territory as a prelim- 
inary to its admission to the Union of States. 

The report presents some valuable statis- 
tics bearing upon the folly of dividing the 
Territory. In the five nations there are 
65,000 tribal citizens, of whom but 20,000 are 
pure Indians; 45,000 white farm laborers and 
mechanics, 20,000 licensed traders and Gov- 
ernment employés, and no less than 35,000 in- 
terlopers and criminals, who are responsible 
for most of the lawlessness in the Territory. 
The total population of the Territory is 277,- 
200, of whom 190,000 are white citizens, Of 
the remainder hardly more than 20,000 are 
full-blooded Indians. There are, therefore, 
over 250,000 people of white or mixed blood, 
and it is among this large majority that the 
lawlessness prevails that entails so heavy a 
cost upon tne country. Ifthe Nationai au- 
thority were extended over the whole Terri- 
tory there is no question that this iawless- 
ness could be largely restrained, and that it 
would be far better tor the Indians in the 
long run, ö 

There is equally no question that the In- 
dians themselves, if they were fairly treated, 
would eageriy embrace the opportunity to 
become citizens of the United States. In 
recent conferences with them they have ex- 
pressed their willingness to take up lands ia 
severaity and sell the surplus to the Govern- 
ment with the understanding that all exist- 
ing treaty rights shall be conserved. As to 
their qualifications for citizensbip there is no 
question. In intelligence, obedience to law, 
and in what they have accomplished, 
whether educationally, religiously, political- 
ly, or socially, they are superior to their white 
neighbors and far superior to those of mixed 
biood. With fair treatment and an equitable 

,cousideration of their rights they would 
make excellent citizens. It is wo smaita 
Territory to be divided when the amount 
of good land is considered.

TOO MUCH TIME ASKED FOR SURVEYS. 

Engineer Cooley reiterates his surprising 
and disappoint statement that nothing 
can be done toward beginning work on the 
drainage channel before 1892 and that most of 
the intermediate time will have to be spent 
in making surveys and drawing salaries. 
He says: 


I am not willing to take the responsibility of 
what other men report on insufficient data, and I 
don’t think we will de ready to begin Ito do any- 
thing except to draw salaries] before the spring 
of 8%. When I spoke I did so feeling that 
would cause much disappointment and would be 
subject to a great deal of criticism, but I spoke 
as an engineer, not as a politician. Even if we 
take what has been — 8 as thorough and scien- 
title, only one-third of the work hav been gone 
over, two-thirds remain to be done. Some of my 
engineering friends say what has been done is 
worthless. I don't agree with them. But much 
more remains to be done than has been done. 


It would have been more satisfactory had 
he stated what data he is in search of. Does 
he want to observe the rise and fall of the 
lake for a year or two Or to measure the 
high and low water of the Despiaines? Or to 
find what the average rainfall is in the sani- 
tary district! Ordoeshe wish to accumu- 
late data as to the patience of the taxpayers of 
the district? If what he wishes is a thorouch 
plane-table survey of the territory between 
here and Joliet, then a great deal of work 
ought to be done to his hand. To say noth- 
ing of the $65,000 Hering survey, of which 
Mr. Cooley was a part, United States engi- 
neers have for thirty years been traveling 
back and forth over this territory with theo- 
dolite and alidade, and the results of their 
labors are not inaccessible. They have been 
making a series of borings to see at what 
depth rock is struck on the lines of the pro- 
posed work. This information the Drainage 
Trustees need. They will get it by the ist of 
March, and it will not take long for them to 
learn whether it tells them all tney want to 
know, or must be supplemented by further 
borings. When the surface of the soil is 
mapped, and they know where they will meet 
the rock, they can call on contractors to 
make their bids. j 

It so happens, however, that it is not nec- 
essary to make all the surveys and map out 
the route for its entire length before work is 
begun. The trustees are authorized to use 
the canal as far as they see fit. No one ques- 
tions that it can be utilized to Summit and 
made fourteen feet deep without striking 
stone. The necessary surveys from Bridge- 
port to Summit, including the soundings to 
determine the present depth of the canal, if 
not already made can be completed in short 
order. They call for little time and no ex- 
alted order of engineering ability. Ifa pri- 
vate corporation owned the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal and wished to enlarge it, it 
would not need more than a month for sur- 
veys. At the worst all the data could be 
gathered and bids asked for and contracts 
made so that dredges could be hard at work 
early in the spring of 1891 deepening and 
widening the canal for the twenty miles for 
which it will certainly be used. 

It is possible, however, that Mr. Cooley, 
though he has not yet said so, may not want 
to utilize the canal, but favors the West 
Fork and the Desplaines. This route has the 
merit from the “grand engineering” point 
of view of costing much more than the 
other. It would alsotake more time to begin 
operations, and salaries would run longer 
because land would have to be condemned. 
Perhaps it micht be well for the trustees to 


find how Mr. Cooley stands on the question.

Mr. Carnegie has placed a most generous 
installment of his surplus wealth where it 
will do the most good. Allegheny City is the 
beneficiary of his munificence to the amount 
of $800,000 in the shape of a tree library and 
music hall, which have already been com- 
pleted and will in a few days be formally 
dedicated to public use amid popular rejoic- 
ing. Mr. Carnegie has also made an offer of 
$1,000,000 to the city of Pittsburg for the es- 
tablishment ofa free brary, an art museum, 
and rooms for scientific purposes, as well as 
branch libraries in different parts of the city 


| being included in his scheme, which was to 


be contingent upon an annual appropriation 
of $40,000. fof the maintenance of the library. 
The city government has wisely decided to 
accept the offer and Pittsburg will thus have 
before long a free library of which she can be 
proud, and to which the generous donor has 
also agreed to contribute some books at the 
start. To complete the good work Mr. J. S. 
Clarke, a wealthy Pittsburger, has offered 
the city a hundred thousand dollar site for 
the library. 

There seems to be just at present a library 
boom of an encouraging kind in various parts 
of the country which may have had its incep- 
tion in the handsome bequests of Newberry 
and Crerar to Chicago. How far be- 
quests of this kind are contagious it 
is not easy to ascertain, but it is at 
least @ curious phase of human nature that 
one movement of this kind is apt to be fol- 
lowed by others. Whether this is mere co- 
incidence or whether the feeling of local 
pride has anything to do with it we do not 
know, but certain it is that the great ad- 
vance made by Chicago within the last few 
years has been followed by agitation in the 
same direction in other cities. In the case 
of Mr. Carnegie he did not wait until he had 
passed away for his generosity to material 
ize, or possibly to be contested by heirs and 
not materialize at all. He bas more than 
once expressed his views on this question to 
the effect that, as rich men hold their wealth 
as trustees for the public, it is their business 
personally to administer the trust and not 
leave it for others to do, or to undo, as the 
case may happen, and he has more than once 
declared that he knows no better way. of 
carrying out the trust than by dedicating 
money to the founding of libraries, schools, 
or much-needed public institutions. He has 
row practiced what he has preached in 
the two cities named above, and has 
placed his money where it can never be 
disturbed, and secured the gratification of 
his desires beyond any danger of interfer- 
ence with them. He will have the pleasure 
of seeing these institutions placed on a per- 
manent basis and watch their growth and 
can give them the benefit of his counsel. 
Tuere is no possibility that the money can 
be wasted or diverted from its legitimate. 
purposes, and he will have the rare pleasure 
of seeing the monument to his generosity 
2 all its noble and enduring proportions 
and of receiving the gratitude of his fellow- 
men for bis efforts in tncir behalf.

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An interesting discussion of the land ques- 
tion has recently taken. place in Engiand in 
the form of a series of letters to the London 
Green wood, Prof, Huxley, Sir Louis Mallet. 
and John Laidler. The advocates of na- 
tionalization of tne land” have seized with 
great enthusiasm on declarations made in a 
work written by Mr. Spencer forty years 
ago, in early manhood, to the effect that pri- 
vate title to land has not the same sanction 
as the right to other property. In later years 
Mr. Spencer modified or corrected the opin- 
ion expressed forty years ago, and refused 
to republish his early work on “ Social 
Statics,” or to consent to its translation into 
foreign languages. The English Socialists, 
however, instead of treating Mr. Spencer as 
a candid and courageous thinker who in riper 
years rejects hasty opinions formed in 
youth, insist that he thea declared éruths 
which he now timidly but vainly seeks to 
retract. 

In his early work Mr. Spencer asserted the 
right of the community to repossess itself of 
the land because any private “ownership 
established by force does not stand on the 
same footing as ownership established by 
contract.” Tracing the origin of land tities 
to acts of force or fraud, Mr. Spencer never- 
theless recognized that present owners or 
their ancestors have given equlvalents of 
honestly earned wealth for their hoidings, 
and hence cannot be dispossessed by the 
State without being allowed just compensa- 
tion. It would seem that Mr. Spencer really 
asserted nothing more than the right of emi- 
nent domain, by which the State condemns 
and seizes property for its own use without 
the consent of the owner but neverthe- 
less paying him a just compensa- 
tion. Still affirming that if the com- 
munity should desire the “nationalization 
of the land”’ and the destruction of private 
ownership it could rightfully reach these re- 
sults after compensating present owners 
Mr. Spencer strongly denies the advisabil- 
ity of any such schemes. After compensa- 
tion was allowed private owners for their 
land the interest on the purchase money he 
finds would be greater than the sum now 
paid as rent, and there could be no reason to 
believe the new form of admunistration 
would be better than the present. He con- 
cludes that the belief that land would be 
better managed by public officials than it is 
by private owners is a wild belief,’’ and that 
“with a humanity anything lke that we now 
know the implied reorganization would be dis- 
astrous.” Mr. Spencer does not inquire as 
to what might be done if human nature were 
changed and anew order of mankind evolved, 
but he evidently considers it a “strain on 
the imagination to conceive a community 
consisting entirely of honest and honorable 
men.“ 

Whether or not present British land titles 
are affected by wrongful acta performed in 
the time of William the Conqueror, it is plain 
that the question argued by Mr. Spencer and 
his socialistic critics can have little applica- 
tion in this country, where the Government 
acquired the hunting titles to the land from 
the Indians by purchase. Then, too, acts of 
force in acquiring dominion over a country 
are on à different footing where land is 
wrested from roaming savages who never 
farmed it or made other use than hunting 
wild beasts over it and devoted to agriculture 
and other civilized uses. The policy of our 
Government has been that of purchase, and 
the Indians have been made wards and pen- 
sioners who look to the Government for sup- 
port—a privilege allowed no white man who 
is capabie of earning a living. Land titles 
in this country are thus exceptionally pure 
in their origin. The Government bought the 
land from the Indians and then sold it to its 
citizens or gave it to them under the provis- 
ions of the Homestead act. To resume pos- 
session honorably the Government must re- 
fund what was paid it and compensate 
for the added value which individuals 
have given to the land. Homestead set- 
tlers could justly demand recompense 
for the toil and privation they endured 
and the benefits conferred on the Govern- 
ment by extending Western settlement and 
building up new States. On no principle of 
justice could full compensation to land-owners 
be avoided in this country. Atterthis should 
be made and an appailing debt created it would 
still be necessary to revolutionize human 
nature so that men would toil without the 
spur of self-interest or hope of personal ad- 
vantage under the direction of public officials 
of surpassing wisdom who could be trusted 
to wield arbitrary power without abusing or 
taking advantage of it. With rulers of that 
character and a population composed ex- 
clusively of honest, virtuous, unselfish, dili- 
gent, faithful, obedient, and docile people 
who would all love their neighbors like them- 
selves and toil for the common good as hard 
us they could for individual advantage a 
socialistic state might prosper. But Were 
will the new order of humanity be found? 


CANADIAN AGITATION FOR INDEPEND- 
ENCE. 


The agitation for independence in Can- 
ada has received a very sudden and what 
looks to bea healthy boom since the passage 
of the flamboyant Tory resolution at Ottawa, 
vowing devotion to the British throne and 
promising unswerving allegiance in the fut- 
ure. The zeal and enthusiasm of the Tories 
have been more than offset by the. Liberals, 
who have also prepared resolutions which, 
it is safe to say, will not be sent to the Queen 
by Lord Stanley. The Young Men’s Liberal 
Ciub of Toronto, the most influential political 
organization in Upper Canada, makes its re- 
ply to the Tories in the following vigorous 
resolution, which was passed unanimously: 


We feel it a duty-to inform your Majesty that 
while you are personally popular with all classes 
of your subjects in Canada, a large and increas- 
ing minority entertain very different sentiments 
with regard to the monarchical system which your 
Majesty has the honor torepresent, as well as with 
regard to the unenviable position which this ex- 
tensive and increasingly important country oceu- 
pies in its relations to the Empire; and we furcher 
assure your Majesty that many of those who are 
wont so eagerly to manifest their loyalty to the 
British connection have upon several public oc- 
casions expressed the opinion, entertained as it 
is by 80 per cent of your Majesty's Canadian sub- 
jects, that our close proximity to the United 
States, the knowledge which we have of her un- 
paralleled N since the institution of the 
American Republic, together with the astonish- 
ing development of this country since your M 
esty’s Imperial Government had the wisdom’ o 
discontinue interfering in our international at- 
fairs, as well as a growing and laudable desire 
for Canadian nationality, in accordatice with the 
mugnitude, unlimited resources, and increasing 
importance of the continent, render it impossi- 
bie for the people to remain much lo satis- 
fied with their present ignominious position. 


The National Club of Montreal, which has 
on its rolls such men as Premier Mercier of 
Quebec, the Hon. Wilfred Laurier, the Liber- 
al leader in Canada, and all the leading busi-

and seek admission as a State in the United 
States, and that the resolution passed by the 
National Club was only a feeler put out to 


garded. There can belittle question that the 
popular drift in Canada is towards separation 
from the mother country and independence, 
and that when it becomes an issue in the 
general election the plebiscite will show a 
majority in ita favor. There can hardly be 
less question thatin case of separation the 
bitterness of feeling between the English 
and French provinces will lead the latter to 
seek immediate admission into the American 
Union of States. The former will move more 
slowly, but the result im the end will be the 
same, and once they have followed their 
French brethren the international prejudices 
will disappear. Under such circumstances 
as these the United States can afford to wait 
the inevitable logic of events and not s6ck to 
force the issue.

ORITICISING THE QUEEN. 


Mr. Gladstone Complains of Her Majesty’s 
Silence on Important Topics. 

Lonpon, Feb. 12.-—In the House of Com- 
mons today Sir James Fergusson, Under Sec- 
retary for the Foreign Office, stated that the 
papers concerning the Anglo- Portuguese dis- 
puto relative to territory in Southeast Africa 
would soon be presented to Parliament. 
They would serve to largely dispel the mis- 
apprehension which is causing the hostile 
feeling now being manifested against the 
English by the Portuguese. The relations 
between the British and, the Portuguese 
Governments, he said, are fmendly. ortu- 
gal had suggested arbitration of the ques- 
wons in dispute, but England was of the 
opinion that tne subject was not one for ar- 
bitration. Mr. Fergusson also stated the 
Government had not yet considered whe in- 
vitation extended by Switzerland to Engiand 
to take in its proposed labor conference 
to be neld at Berne. 

The dispatch sent by Lord Salisbury to the 
Portuguese Government Jan. 28 said that the 
Portuguese had invadea disputed territory in 
Africa, had insulted the British flag, and had 
killed Eugland's allies before asking for 
mediation, according to the terms of the Ber- 
lin tréaty. Portugal, the dispatch said, had 
no right now to expect such mediation. The 
reply of the Portuguese Government to this 
dispatch explained the preparations for war 
then being made by Portugal. 

The address in ey to the Queen’s speech 
was moved in the House of mmons this 
afternoon by Mr. Thomas Royden and was 
seconded by Lord Brooke. Mr. Gladstone 
spoke during the debate on the address. He 
referrea to the Anglo-Portuguese dispute and 
said be regretted that a conflict had arisen 
with Portugal, Enyland’s old ally, but that 
the present matter was a case for action and 
it was better that acwon should be prompt. 

Mr. Gladstone, referring to Samoa, con- 
gratulated the Government upon the arrange- 
ments that have been made between seen yg 
Great Britain, and the United States. It 
was a good example of what could be done 
by a temperate resortto pacific ways. He 
regretted that the address did not mention 
the position of Crete and Armenia. If tae 
Yorte pursueda reactionary policy in Crete 
it mustend in the severance of the island 
from Turkey. He trusted that the Govern- 
ment would not suffer the Porte to gioss 
over the facts of the persecutions in 
Crete and the outrages in Armenia. Touch- 
ing Ireland, he denied that the prosperity 
and order which prevail there were due to 
coercion. The state of affairs existing there 
arose chiefly from the improved agricultural 
condition of the country. He hoped the local 
government measure would be conceived in 
a liberal spirit. If the proposals of the bill 
were niggardiy the effect would be to pro- 
duce new materials for meditation. He com- 
plained that the Queen’s speech was silent on 
the subjects of reform in the county council, 
charitable education, and the sugar-bounty 
convention. 

Mr. W. H. Smith, the Conservative leader 
in the House, assured Mr. Gladstone that the 
influence of the Government would be exert- 
ed to secure justice for the Cretans ana Ar- 
menians. It was certain that Moussa Bey 
would be tried again. The Government still 
desired to introduce bills creating district 
councils in Great Britain, and would do so if 
the business of the House permitted. The 
agreement of the Powers in the sugar con- 
vention was not complete, and until it was 
absolute the Government could not ask the 
House to legislate in the matter. The Irish 

Government bill was drawn on the 
lines of existing legislation in England and 
Scotland, with a special adaptation to the 
varying conditions of Ireland. “ Hear, 
Hear!”| He was quite sure the bill would 
not be found too narrow.

Arrest of a Young Woman Who Tried te

\wenty-eight to sixteen. Dr. Dorchester 
jailed of conflrmauon as Superintendent of 
jodian Schools, because when the vote was 
jaken on him it was late and so many Sena- 
jors had left the Capitol that a quorum could 
pot be had. The vote showed that be had a 
lear majority, and in the next executive 
session wen a quorum is present he will 
de confirmed. 

The debate ran through the whole after- 
noon. Jones of Arkansas and Vest of Mis- 
souri had taken so much time yesterday in 
opposiuon to Morgan and Dorchester that 

a good deai of time was taken to- 
day in traversing their arguments point 
“by point. Senator Spooner ied off in tne 
discussion and made a fine speech defending 
the character of the Indian Commissioner 
and upholding his policy. Messrs. Dolph, 
Aldrich, Evarts, and Manderson also spoke 
in support of confirmation. Senator Mander- 
son went into Gen. Morgan’s military his- 
tory and showed wherein the charges 
-@gainst him were misleading. Senator 
Dawes, Chairman of the Indian Commission, 
gave a complete refutation of the allegations 
that the Indian Bureau was managed on a 
sectarian basis, and defended at length the 
policy that was being carried out. Senator 
Reagan surprised some of his colleagues by 
speaking in favor of confirmation, and stat- 
ing as the result of his personal knowledge 
the belief that the administration of the 
office since Gen. Morgan took charge had 
been both proper and wise. All the Sen- 
ators who spoke rebuked sharply the at- 
tempt to raise a religious issue. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas replied briefly, 
disclaiming any personal motives and de- 
claring that he was influenced only by the 
record. He had quoted from Gen. Morgan’s 
army career facts which were undisputed 

the explauauons made had not convinced 

m that such a man should hold a nigh office 
under the Government. The vote was men 
taken on the first roll-call. It looked as 
though there would be no quorum to vote, 
but enough Senators came iti to make che re- 
quired number, and the result was announced 
tor confirmation 28, against 16. Of the 
twenty-eight affirmative votes five were cast 

Democratic Senators. These were Messrs. 
tt of New Jersey, Colquitt of Geor- 
gia, George of Mississippi, Pugh of Alabama, 
and Reagan of Texas. Only two Repubucan 
Senators voted in the negative—Ingalis of 
Kansas and Pierce of North Dakota. Plumo 
of Kansas and Davis of Minnesota, who 
were absent, were paired against contirma- 
tion. Neither of the IIlinois Senators was 
present. The vote was next taken on Dor- 
chester, and as not enough Senators staid to 
make a quorum the matter had to be put 
over, although a good majority of those vot- 
ing were in favor of contirmation. 


The Southern Republican advocates of the. 
education scheme of Senator Biair think 
they see signs of weakening on the partof 
some of the Democratic Senators who sup- 
ported Blair's bill in the last Congress, and 
they are apprehensive of its defeat in the 
Senate. If it escapes the danger that 
threatens at that end of the Capitol it is 
generally believed that its prospects in the 


House will be good. The Southern Repub- 


lican Congressmen hela a meeting today 
for conference upon the best means to be 
used to promote the passage of the bill by 
the Senate, and agreed that as it was of vital 
importance to the Republican ovarty in 
the South the Blair bill should become a 
law each une of them would use his influence 
by personal interviews with Senators and 
Representatives to arouse them to a proper 
appreciation of that fact. 

The House Committee on Education has 
bad but one meeting since it was appointed.

He said that he would trust 
his life with a Southern Democrat, but he 
deciared that when they stole or robbed the 
ballot-boxes at elections they thought they 
were doing God a service. Congress should 
pass an act to enforce in the South the fif- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution.

Chalmers favored the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Kelly of Kansas, with some 
modifications as a measure that would tend 
to meet the needs which existed in Missis- 
sippi for a fair valiot.” 


There is a'fastidious Congressman known 
as Grimes of Georgia. He boards at the 
Riggs House.

The matter is now before 
a subcommittee of the House Committee on 
Post-Offices, which 1s disposed to report such 
a bill as that introduced early in tne session 
by Gen. Bingham of Philadelphia. This bill 
provides that mailable matter of the third 
class shall consist of all matter now em- 
braced by law in the third and fourth 
classes, and that the postage on the same 
shall be at the rate of ove cent for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof, which shali be 
fully prepaid.” ‘The present rate on fourth- 
class matter is one cent an ounce, or double 
the rate proposed. The consolidation of the 
two classes of matter—printed matter ana 
merchandise—wouid simplify the applicauon 
of the postal reguiations for both the Gov- 
ernment officiais and the public.

CONDITION OF THE IRON TRADE. 


A Tendency Toward Lower Prices Exhib- 
ited During the Last Week. 

New York, Feb. 12.— [Special.] — The situa- 
tion in the iron and allied trades has changed 
but littie since the middle of last week. That 
little, however, has been of a nature rather 
to the disadvantage of the bull“ interest. 
Some descripuons of domestic crude ma- 
terials are offered more freely ana at prices 
that were considered excepuonally low a 
week or ten days ago, and there is some mod- 
ification of sellers’ iaeas of value of certain 
finished productions also. Steel rails, for ex- 
ample, are obtainabie at $35 from almost any 
of the Eastern manufacturers. There does 
not appear to be any positive pressure of 
goods forsale, but a more accommodating 
spirit is manifested by furnace and mill 
agents. New orders have been rather dis- 
appointing in volume since the beginning of 
the year and there are no sigus at the pres- 
ent time of inclinauon on tke part of buyers 
to purchase extensively in anticipation of 
future wants. 

The situation in Europe appears similar to 
that which exists on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, with apparently more uneasiness inere, 
however, than here. The weakness in specu- 
lative quarters extends to minor metals, 
prices for nearly all of which have declined 
more or less in the London market the last 
few days. The weakness in iron and tin, 
along with steadily accumulating supplies, 
keeps the English market for tin plate dis- 
turbed, and local business in that line is of 
narrow dimensions at the present time.

TO CONTROL GAS INTERESTS. 


An English Syndicate Purchases the United 
Gas Improvement Company. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 12.—[Special, | —Presi- 
ident J. E. Addicks of the Bay State Gas 
cam pany says that his negotiations for the 
purchase of the United Gas Improvement 
company of Philadeiphiain the interests of 
an English syodicate have been completed. 
The sale has been effected. Some formaili- 
ties yet remain, however, so that the control 
of the property will not pass into the new 
hands under. two or three months. The 
price paid, says Mr. Addicks, is not 830, 000. - 
000, as reported, but $10,000,000. The im- 
provement company stock nas a par value of 
$50, and the bargain was made on a basis of 
two for one. The syndicate thus expects to 
have $40,000,000 at its command to further its 
scheme. The Pniladelpaia company already 
has forty gas plants in various parts of the 
New Engiand and Middie States under its 
control. The syndicate will further extend 
this. It will make a specialty of controlling 
gas properties in the smaller cities and larger 
towns of the country. Local capital ana tne 
peculiar business experience needed are 
Wanting in such places, so the syndicate 
managers believe. The combination they 
now propose will remedy this difficulty, will 
furnish the places better and cheaper gas, 
and at the same time pay the promoters of it 
a handsome profit. Ine syndicate will ulti- 
mately include electric lighting within its 
operations.

HITT’S FENCES IN DANGER, 


Judge Speusiey and Editor Brown Are Seek- 
ing the Statesman’s Scalp. 

RockForD, III., Feb. 11.—[Chicago News.] 
— The Hon. Robert R. Hitt, member of Con- 
gress from this district, represents an intelli- 
gent constituency in Congress, and is a gen- 
tleman of many social and political attain- 
ments and of recognized ability; but Mr. 
Hitt wil have to look sharply after his 
fences if he desires a renomination next fall, 
which he undoubtedly does. 

Mr. Hitt has generaily been quite success- 
ful in holding the good-will of his constitu- 
ents, but of late he has made enemies in the 
matter of Federal appointments who will 
doubtless try to bring about his defeat next 
fall. Some of these enemies—notably Judge 
William Spensley of Galena—have Congres- 
sional aspirations which make their enmity 
all the more bitter. 

Several prominent newspapers in the dis- 
trict, including the Rockford egister and the 
Galena Gazette, have already begun to mani- 
fest their disposition to see Mr. Hitt retired. 
Mr. Brown of the Gazelle wanted to be rein- 
stated as Postmaster at Galena, but Mr. Rot- 
tler was brougbt forth as a candidate in oppo- 
sition and was appointed after a long and 
bitter contest. Mr. Brown laid the cause of 
his defeat at the door of Mr. Hitt, although 
he was vigorously opposed by nearly ail the 
leading Republicans of tne city and county. 
Judge Spensiey, who has long watched Mr. 
Hitt’s public career with a jealous eye, stood 
by Brown and will help the latter to defeat 
Hitt. Judge Spensley himself will doubtless be 
a candidate before the convention, and others 
who are known to have the Congressional 
bee in their bonnets are the Hon. Charies A. 
Works of Rockford, Circuit Judge Crabtree 
of Dixon, and the Hon. James Shaw of Mount 
Carroll. Of these aspirants Mr Works prob- 
ably takes the lead, He is a comparatively 
young man and a lawyer of considerable 
ability. He was a delegate to the last Repub- 
lican National Convention and brought him- 
seif into prominence there by presenting to 
the Chairman the Grant gavel”? and mak- 
ing a creditable speech on the occasion. 

[There are other indications that Hitt’s 
services as a Uopgressman are about at an 
end. He is not really a resident of the dis- 
trict, though he pays a perfunctory and re- 
luctant visit to Mount Morris once or twice a 
year. He has never been able to make an m- 
dependent position for himself in Congress, 
always being known as somebody else’s 
man,“ and the people of the old Winnebago 
district have never before had that kind of a 
Representative. The probabilities are that 
Mr. Hitt will at the close of his present term 
retire to that private life which he is so well 
calculated to adorn, | 


AN ELEVATOR IN DANGER OF BURSTING. 


Half a Million Bashels of Wheat Likely to 
Be Spilled on the Ground, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 12.—[Special.]—

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Wasntvorox, D. C., Feb. 12 — The House 
met at 11 o’clock this morning in continua- 
ton of yesterday’s session. The debate on 
the proposed code of rules was continued by 
Mr. Dockery of Missouri. The proposed 
rules, he said, would relieve Congress of the 
necessity of repealing taxation—at least 80 
far as the surplus was concerned. He pre- 
dicted that at the end of the session the sur- 
plus would have disappeared by reason of 
the prodigality which the rules invited. 
Discussing the question of permitting the 
Speaker to count a quorum he expressed 
his profound regret that any conceivable 
party interest could have induced the Repub- 
licans to abandon constitutional grounds for 
the unexplored region either of parlia- 
mentary law or of the new power sought to 
be conferred upon the Speaker. 

Mr. Morse of Massachusetts defended the 
proposed code, and said: 

It has been repeatedly stated on the other side 
during this debate that the present Republican 
President did not receive @ majority of the popu- 
lar vote of the country, What that has to do 
with the question under considerauon Iam not 
able to discover, but how would it have been if 
there had been a free and fair election and an 
honest count in the Southern States of the 
Union? Away with this nonsense about Cleve- 
land having a majority of the popular vote of the 
country when there is no such thing as a free and 
55 election in several of the great States of the 

nion. 

Mr. Allen of Michigan strongly supported 
the rules, especially that which permits the 
Speaker to refuse to recognize dilatory mo- 
tions, and he eulogized the recent action 
of Speaker Reed in this respect. 

At 11:55 the House adjourned and at noon 
the session of Wednesday began. 

The journal having been read Mr. Bou- 
telle of Maine asked unanimous consent for 
its approval, but objections came from the 
Democratic side, and aroll-call was made 
necessary. The journal was approved—yeas, 
119; nays, 1 (Mr. Buckalew)—the Speaker 
counting seventy-two Democrats as present 
and not voting. 

Mr. McCreary of Kentucky entered his 
emphatic protest against ‘the new code, and 
criticised the recent decisions of the Speaker. 
He inveighed against the new rules, assert- 
ing that their effect would be to make the 
Congress of the United States consist of 
the Senate of the United States and Speaker 
Reed. The cyclone would come, and the Re- 
publicans would be held responsible for their 
action, ana at the next election a great peo- 
pie would drive from power the Republican 
party ia this House. 

Mr. Cutcheon of Michigan supported the 
proposed rules, deciarmg that they tended 
to facilitate business instead of to obstruct 
it, and to give the control of the business of 
the House into the hangs of the majority 
and not leave it at the mercy of the minor- 
ity. The rules substituted action for inac- 
tion, legislation for obstruction, and to that 
extent and that extent only they were revo- 
lutaonary. 

Mr. Buckalew of Pennsylvania (the one 
Democrat who has voted when present upon 
every question) criticised the proposed rules 
because they tended to stifle adequate and 


necessary debate. 


Mr. Anderson of Kansas, while supporting 
the proposed code, acknowledged that be had 
taken advantage of the old rules to filibuster 
against the consideration of the Union Pacific 
Funding bil. He was not ashamed of his 
action, because he believed that bill to bea 
gigpatic fraud. But ne thought that the time 

ad see when filibustering should be erad- 
icated. 

Mr. Caruth of Kentucky said he that he 
(and his Democratic colleagues) had discov- 
ered that general parliamentary law” was 
an autocrat, was atyrant, was a god. The 
Speaker was omnipotent, yet lacking in one 
of the attributes of omnipotence—he was 
not the same yesterday, today, and forever. 
(Laughter. ] 

COL. HENDERSON FOR THE RULES. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa said: 

For the last few weeks the country has wit- 
nessed scenes unequaled in the history of the 
Government. The Speaker of the House, 
backed by every Republican member on the 
floor, has been making a stand for the rights ana 
liberties of the people. That battle has brought 
on scenes exceeding in monstrous propor- 
tions (in all excepting obrutality) any 
that ever occurred in the National Capitol. 
Only one picture stands out stronger in history, 
and that was when a Democratic club laid the 
immortal Sumner on the floor of the Senate. 
Wit, ridicule, and the rantings of a mob have 
been presented to sixty-five million people. Epi- 
thets have been hurled broadcast from the other 
side of the chamber at the presiding officer.

Referring to the election cases, he said 
that if there was a member on the floor en- 
titled to his seat the Republicans would 
stand up and defend his rights; but if there 
was on the floor a man who held his seat by 
black-hearted fraud or red-handed murder 
they would unseat him if they had the 
power. [Applause on the Republican side. 

Mr. Buchanan of New Jersey and r. 
Walker of Massachusets followed in defense 
of the Speaker’s course, and then the House 
took a recess until 8 o’clock.

MR KURTZ TESTIFIES. 

Charles L. Kurtz, secretary to Gov. For- 
aker, testified that Sept. 30. the morning 
after the Music-Hall speech, he had a conver- 
aation of a surprising nature with Col. A. C.

There were proba- 
bly tweive or fifteen people seated around 
the outer room, one of whom was Sands, 
who jumped up quickly and seemed anxious 
to speak to him. He said that he had read 
the speech und that it was a cracker. He 
talked in a way that impressed witness with 
a belief that he knew fully of all that was 
pack of the bill. He said in substance that 
there was a contract back of that bill; that 
he himseif had been called to Washington, 
having been sent here to see certain Con- 
gressmen in behaif of the bill. Sands told 
him that Campbell (ene present Goveruor) 
had twice gone to see the President about 
the bill. Witness asked him for what. Col. 
Sands replied that it was to get the President 
to help him. Witness said: * This is remark- 
able, und asked Sands if Campbell wanted 
to get the President to sign the bill. Sands 
said: No, no, they were not worried about 
that. They had not got that far along.“ 

The effort with the President was to get 
certain Democratic leaders to abandon the 
discussion over the Tariff bill long enough to 
secure consideration for the Ballot-Box bill. 
Then Sands went onto say, in answer to 
questions, that leading men in Congress were 
interested in the bill and had signed the con- 
tract. Sands said that Republicans at the 
top roundof the ladder were interested in 
this bill and in the contract. He added with 
emphasis: Les, up at the top round of the 
ladder in Ohio politics.’’ 

Congressman Mason asked a number of 
questions about Mr. Sands’ business, finally 
inquiring if lobbyifig was not a part of his 
occupation, and witness replied that that was 
the general understanding. Sands’ state- 
ments impressed witness with the genuine- 
ness of the ballot-box paper, and when he 
gave the ballot- box paper to Amor Smith to 
carry to Haistead hetold himof the talk 
with Sands. 

In response to Congressman Mason Mr. 
Kurtz said that he had bad a tuik with Sands 
since the election about the ballot-box mat- 
ter. Sands called on him at a hotel one 
morning, and when shown up toid the wit- 
ness that he did not want the conversation 
he (Sands) had with witness about the bal 
lot-b3x introduced in this case. His talk 
was in substance an appeal to me not to 
bring him into the case, he insisting that it 
had no relevancy.” Witness told Sands that 


he regarded the talk as confidential, but that | 


it had a direct and positive bearing upon the 
case and that hecould not’ promise him to 
say nothing about the conversation. 

Gen. Grosvenor asked Mr. Kurtz if he gave 
Amor Smith anything at the time he handed 
him the ballot- box paper, and the, witness 
astonished some of those present by saying, 
„A revolver.” 

Representative Turner—“ The paper itself 
was dynamite.“ {Laughter.} 

Amor Smith had said that it was a very 
valuable paper, and, expressing some appre- 
hension, witness had given him the pistol 
and the two had come to an understanding 
as to where to look for the paper in case a 
railroad or any other kind of accident hap- 
pened to him (Smith). 

FORAKER ON THA STAND AGAIN. 

Gov. Foraker then resumed the stand for 
the purpose of making an explanation of va- 
rious matters which had been spoken of in 
the course of the inves tion.

Since Judge 
Baker’s decision the company has not insisted 
on two fares.

Stranger than Fiction. — 

Miss May Welch of Sheboygan Falls, Wis., se- 
cured an order enjoining Ellen F. Blattner or 
Ellen F. Welch, by both of which names the de- 
fendant is known, from dispofing of or incum- 
bering any of the estate held by her as devisee of 
Timothy L. Welch. The bill relates that Jan. 6, 
1869, Welch was married to Sarah M. Ostrum of 
Chicago, In 1872 there was born of the marriage 
a girl, the plaintiff in the present suit. Subse- 
quently Welch met Ellen F. Blattner, and, it is 
alleged, became fascinated with her and subject 
to her influence. Such pressure was brought to 
bear on Mrs. Welch that she consented to a decree 
of divorce. In 1880 Welch married Miss Blattner. 
who so influenced him that he made a will in 
1881 leaving her ana her children all his property, 
which consisted of his interest in a Chicago 
saloon, $20,000 worth of personal property. build- 
ings on North Clark street ‘valued at $15,000, and 
other property, swelling the total to nearly 
$60,000, eich died Nov. 9, 1887, his first wife 
having died in Sheboygan Falls a year and a 
half 1 The will was probated and bis 
child was left penniless. Miss Welch, now 17 
years of age, asks the court to get aside the de- 
cree of divorce as having been obtained by fraud 
and perjury and to declare her Weich's legiti- 
mate child. She asks that the property be turned 
over to a receiver, and that she be awarded her 
share as Welch's heir. 


Get Their Reward tn This World. 

It was decided by the Appellate Court yester- 
day that Miss Serotia A. Alexander and Charles 
E. Alexander were entitled to $26,847 and $2,400, 
respectively, from the estate of their brother, E.
